D e n t moved to poftpone the con- 
fideratlon o f this bill until the next feilion 
of Congrefs, which motion was negatived, 
35 to 32. 


'Fhe Houfe then went into a Committee 
of the wliole on tJils bill, M r.

and, after fome dilcuffion, 
ind an amendment being iijtxoduced into 
the preamble ®f the bill, by M r. D a y t o n 
(the fpeaker) to uiake it apply generally

a confiderable debate took place.

fage was oppofed by MeíTrs Livingfton, G al­ 
latin, M 'D ow ell,and Macon ; and advocat­ 
ed by McflVs. Edmond, Dana, and Otis.—^ 
The yea.s ami nays were taken on the quef- 
tion as follow : Yeas 56,-— Nays 30. 


A n amendment of the Senate "to the bill 
authorising a detachment of the mllitiu, 
was called iip.
